FIRE HORROR 

Tragedy as teen mother burns to death in the street 


The friends of a young 
mum who was found 
burned to death in a “fire¬ 
ball” near a level crossing 
gathered to lay flowers 
near the spot. 

Rachel Osei, 18, died in 
the early hours of Sunday 
morning, despite the ef¬ 
forts of three passersby 
who heard her screams. 

A man was also treated 
for minor burns. 

Police believe she may 
have caught fire inside the 
house but are treating her 
death as non suspicious. 

A group of friends from 
Ricards Lodge High 
School in Wimbledon laid

flowers outside the house 
in Linkway, Raynes Park, 
where Miss Osei was 
staying. 

Rhianna Price, 18, said 
they rejected “complete¬ 
ly” the idea Miss Osei took 
her own life. 

She said: “We know how 
much she loved her son 
Kai, and we don’t believe 
it would have been self-in¬ 
flicted at all. 

“She was really deter¬ 
mined. She got pregnant 
with Kai in year 9 and she 
came back to do her 


GCSEs and A-levels. 

“She had the ambition.” 

Four-year-old Kai was 
staying with relatives 
when his mother died. 

Her father Jonathan 
Osei, 48, told the Daily 
Mail: “She wanted to do 
well and provide for her 
son. When I heard about 
the fire I tried to call her 
on her mobile phone but 
there was no answer. I 
tried to protect her but I 
could not. 

“I loved Rachel, she was 
a lovely, lovely daughter. I 
named her after my moth¬ 
er. I had four children but 
now I have only three.” 


Miss Osei was living in 
temporary accommoda¬ 
tion for single mothers, 
neighbours believe. 

Kevin Williams, 48, who 
lives a few doors away, 
said: “It’s a mother and 
baby house, so there’s 
quite a flow of people 
through there.” 

A spokeswoman for Miss 
Osei’s university, St 
Mary’s University Twick¬ 
enham, where she studied 
PE, said she was a promis¬ 
ing student who would be 
missed.

A double-decker bus had its top 
floor ripped off crashing into a rail¬ 
way bridge in Norbiton after taking 
a wrong turn. 

The roof of the out-of-service 131 
bus sheared off after the crash in 
Coombe Road on December 23. 

Witness Carl Kember said he 
heard an “enormous crash” as the 
bus struck the bridge. 

He said: “I was on the top of the 
steps [near the bridge]. I’m still 
shaking. 

“I thought it was going to tip over. 
The bus tipped over to the right 
hand side. It would have been about 
30 degrees.” 

Financial adviser Alex Whitman 
saw the aftermath of the crash. 

He said: “There was nobody on 
the bus because it was out of 
service. 

“He parked at a bus stop about

300 yards down the road from the 
bridge.” 

Mike Weston, Transport for Lon¬ 
don director of buses, said: “At 
about 1pm an out-of-service route 
131 double deck bus, operated by 
London United, hit a rail bridge on 
Coombe Road near Norbiton sta¬ 
tion after taking a wrong turn. 

“The bridge was not damaged 
and rail services were unaffected. 
There were no injuries and the 
incident will be fully investigated.” 


Three other crashes at the same bridge: 


• October 2005: Five passengers 
sustained minor injuries when a rail 
replacement bus crashed. A few 
weeks prior an out-of-service 57 bus 
suffered the same fate. 


• March 2007: Trains and cars were 
delayed after a German lorry struck 
the bridge. 

• October 2007: A double-decker hit 
the bridge, but no one was injured. 


Four charged over ‘armed robbery’ 


Police say they foiled an at¬ 
tempted armed robbery in New 
Malden the day after Boxing 
Day. 

Detectives from the Flying 
Squad arrested four people on 
suspicion of robbery at about 
7am during at Currys PC 
World megastore in Burlington 
Road on Friday, December 27. 

A police spokesman said a 
gun was seized by armed offi¬ 
cers but no shots were fired. 

But Twitter user Mia Tunmer 
tweeted: “Can’t believe I got 
woken up this morning to the 
sound of gun shots, not even 
two days after Christmas. 


What’s wrong people!” 

And Carol Farley said: “I 
heard six shots, a pause and 
then a further six shots at 7.04 
this morning.” 

A spokeswoman for London 
Ambulance Service said 
paramedics had originally 
been called to reports of a 
shooting, although when they 
arrived found no casualties 
suffering gunshot wounds. 

One man was treated for fa¬ 
cial injuries, however, and 
taken to hospital. 

Richard Penney, manager at 
nearby J and S Accessories, 
said he arrived for work at 


about 9.30am and there were 
forensic officers trawling the 
area. 

He said: “I didn’t see any¬ 
thing. But there were a lot of 
police around. They heard 
about something going on - it 
was at Currys PC World.” 

Four men from Wimbledon, 
Earlsfield and Battersea were 
charged with robbery at Wim¬ 
bledon Magistrates’ Court on 
Saturday. 

One man was also charged 
with possession of a firearm.

□ A leaked report revealed so¬ 
cial workers failed to respond 
to calls for help from Charito 
“Che” Cruz, later hammered 
to death in front of her baby 
daughter by her abusive part¬ 
ner. Che Cruz was twice re¬ 
ferred to Kingston Council by 
the NSPCC before she was 
killed in her Norbiton home. 
Reports were then altered to 
“cover up” the lack of re¬ 
sponse, the former interim 
head of social care, claimed to 
the BBC. 

□ A self-appointed Kingston 
caretaker rifled through his 
absent neighbour’s post and 
siphoned off more than 
£290,000 over four years. John 
Stalker, 52, who also rented 
out the empty fat below in 
Wimbledon, was given a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence in 
January after his victim John 
Elliot wrote a letter saying the 
money had been paid back. 

□ Bungling security firm 
Serco tried to talk its way out 
of a glaring error when it let a 
convicted murderer escape 
from Kingston County Court, 
run into the street and assault 
a Surbiton student in June 
2012. It is still unclear how 


Richard Kwakye, serving life 
for killing a child, escaped but 
Serco insisted: “We are confi¬ 
dent our prisoner escorting 
procedures are completely 
safe and secure.” 

February 


□ Love Kingston Day united 
five of the borough’s most wor¬ 
thy charities with a day of ac¬ 
tion on Valentine’s Day. 
Flashmobs, spinning bikes and 


Italian meals were utilised to 
raise money for the pathways 
out of poverty appeal, helping 
homeless people, battered 
women, foodless families, trou¬ 
bled teenagers and those in the 
jaws of loan sharks. 

□ The driver of a Porsche 
Boxter careered out of control 
and smashed her luxury car 
through the front of Emma’s 
Nails in Surbiton. Incredibly 
no one was injured, but the 
glass and metal shop front 


was ripped apart. 

□ The “Christmas shopping 
arsonist” from the previous 
December was revealed as a 
mentally ill man who had 
been discharged from mental 
health care weeks before 
launching a quickfire series of 
arson attacks that brought 
Kingston to a halt. West Lon¬ 
don Mental Health NHS Trust 
declined to comment on 
whether it had failed Barry 
Davies, 52. 


March 


□ Double death hit the A3 
when a doctor’s motorbike 
crashed into a parked ambu¬ 
lance dealing with a jumper 
from a bridge. Traffic was 
brought to a complete stand¬ 
still. Footballer John Terry 
phoned a friend to pick up his 
car and walked home. 

□ A murder investigation 
was launched after Sammy 
Warsame was found uncon¬ 
scious on a train from Wim¬ 
bledon to Raynes Park after a 
fight. He died days later with 
the investigation into 
whether he died of pre-exist¬ 
ing injuries from a nightclub 
brawl years earlier. A 24- 
year-old was later charged 
with his manslaughter. 

□ A cyber-hacker took the 
credit for redirecting the Tif¬ 
fin Boys School website to a 
porn video. Police investigat¬ 
ed but could not catch 
MMTrollface, who it was 
even suggested could have 
been a pupil or parent. One 
parent said: “I guess that’s 
the downside to having super 
intelligent pupils. Maybe it 
was a disgruntled parent 
whose son did not get a 
place.”

□ Another glimpse into the 
failings of safeguarding in 
Kingston was shown when it 
was revealed in March a pae¬ 
dophile was sentenced to 18 
years for raping his own chil¬ 
dren over several years, be¬ 
cause of mistakes by police, 
Kingston Hospital and 
Kingston Council. 

The man was sentenced in 
September 2012, but it took 
the review board until 
February to publish its criti¬ 
cal report. It published the 
report online for just five 
days, drawing criticism from 
the NSPCC in April for a lack 
of transparency. 

□ A David versus Goliath bat¬ 
tle was won by Nanette Her¬ 
bert, a council tenant of 
Hobill Walk Surbiton, when 
she won a fight over years of 
overcharging of her water 
bill. Ms Herbert won £745 at

Kingston County Court over 
the council charging her more 
for her water than it should 
have done. The judge said she 
expected many more similar 
cases. 

□ The percentage of crimes 
being detected in Kingston 
was the lowest in seven years, 
although the overall number 
of reported crimes was also 
down. 

Detection rates had dropped 
to 21 per cent, leaving eight in 
10 of the 10,192 crimes be¬ 
tween April 2012 and March 
2013 unsolved. 

May 


□ Three market traders were 
told to pack up and leave the 
Market Place as they did not 
fit its vision for the future. 
Video seller David Wilson, 
greeting card seller Angela 
Lassiter and Lorna Herne, 
were backed by a petition of 
400 signatures, but were not 
successful in trying to stay. 

□ Problems at Hillcroft Col¬ 
lege for women were un¬ 
earthed when the Skills 
Funding Agency - which pro¬ 
vided £1.5m a year - told it 
progress on improving educa¬ 
tional standards had been in¬ 
sufficient. 

Edward Davey, Kingston 
and Surbiton MP, spoke in its 
defence saying the college’s 
unique status did not “al¬

The college, on South Bank, 
has since said it will consider 
a merger with another or¬ 
ganisation. 

□ Troublemaker Liam Gal¬ 
lagher was on his best be¬ 
haviour when he made an 
appearance in Kingston in a 
coup for Banquet Records. 
Tickets sold out for the for¬ 
mer Oasis frontman’s gig in 
McCluskeys in just 30 
minutes.

□ Kingston’s politicians and 
civil servants were in shock 
as the council leader Derek 
Osbourne, the most powerful 
man in the borough, was ar¬ 
rested in an early morning 
raid sparked by his possession 
of indecent images of chil¬ 
dren. The father-of-two, who 
was also a board member of 
Kingston University and NHS 
Kingston, resigned by voice 
mail from leading the council 
and the Liberal Democrat 
Party. He was later jailed for 
two years in October. 

□ A deal to keep troubled 
Oceana open was struck be¬ 
hind the scenes days before 
the club was to go to court to 
appeal against having its 
licence revoked. Kingston 
Council backed out of the 
court case over fears it could 
lose the appeal and have to 
pay thousands of pounds in 


court costs. The licence was 
revoked after a knife was 
smuggled past security and 
used to murder clubber Jamie 
Sanderson. 

□ A hero cop badly injured 


saving children from a joyrider 
was waiting for compensation 
when he died of an accidental 
drugs overdose. PC Keith 
Gray’s June inquest heard 
compensation for the fractured 
back sustained rescuing two 


children from being hit a car in 
Croydon in November 2008 
“seemed to be taking forever”. 
He died in a Hestia hostel in 
Cromwell Road in July 28,2012, 
from a toxic level of prescribed 
medicine and paracetamol.

Levan Greenfield, 22, and 
Brandon Francis, 20, spotted 
on Oceana CCTV with a 
“knife-like” object, were sen¬ 
tenced the day after being 
found guilty. Jamie’s mother, 
Carol, said her other son, a 
bus driver, had to drive past 
Oceana every day.

□ A racist thug jailed for at¬ 
tacking Kingston Mosque was 
back behind bars again after a 
chilling knife attack on a con¬ 
struction worker at Hart’s 
Boatyard in Surbiton.

□ A man peeing in the street 
hit the front page of the paper 
in October - photoshopped of 
course under a headline Don’t 
Worry Pee Happy. Kingston- 
first were trialling their new 
pop-up night time toilets to 
save the town centre alley- 
ways from a flood of wee wee. 
But critics said they were en¬ 
couraging drunk clubbers to 
urinate in public. 


□ The full scale of deception 
by former Kingston Council 
leader Derek Osbourne was 
revealed as he was jailed for 
two years for having indecent 
images of children. In the 
run-up to his sentencing ques¬ 
tion marks remained about 
whether he would avoid jail. 
But revelations he used a fake 
online identity to share im¬ 
ages with other paedophiles 
sealed his fate. 

November 


□ Prophets of doom on the 
new Tolworth Greenway be¬ 
lieved they were proved right 
when the first car crash in¬ 
volving pedestrians stepping 
out in front of cars took place. 
The driver of the car, who suf¬ 
fered severe whiplash, said 
she braked to avoid the 
crossers and was hit from 
behind by a Range Rover. She 


said: “It has got so bad down 
there since they put that stuff 
in. “There’s going to be so 
many accidents. It is just so 
dangerous.” 

□ Comet journalist June 
Sampson, 80, was hit by a car 
driver by a doctor outside 
Kingston Hospital as she was 
crossing the road. She was ex¬ 
pecting to spend Christmas in 
the brain injury ward at St 
George’s Hospital with family 
saying she was speaking to 
them but also suffering from 
pain and some confusion. 
Readers sent in dozens of 
messages of support to be 


read out to June at her bed¬ 
side. 

December 


□ A father-of-two was found 
dead in a New Malden garden 
shed after going missing for 
weeks. Danny Tollworthy, 
who had a dehabilitating med¬ 
ical condition triggered by al¬ 
cohol, was believed to have 
been sheltering there. A 
friend questioned why 
Tollworthy, who had a house 
in Claygate, was in the shed 
suggesting he may have 
returned to drug taking and 


his body shut down by drink¬ 
ing alcohol. 

□ A “riot” where 30 thugs 
wielding scaffolding and 
shovels brawled outside a 
riverside club was described 
as the worst in Kingston’s re¬ 
cent history. Trails of blood 
were left outside Bar Essence 
and two people hospitalised 
with another five hospi¬ 
talised. The club had its li¬ 
cence temporarily suspended 
until the New Year after no- 
one from the club called the 
police. 

□ It may be one of the most 


lucrative road markings in 
London. Drivers who broke 
the rules by stopping on a box 
junction by Elgar Avenue and 
Ewell Road in Tolworth were 
hit with £153,835 in fines in 
just eight weeks. Added to the 
box junction by the telephone 
boxes in Kingston, the coun¬ 
cil, which had only taken on 
responsibility for policing the 
roads in September, raked in 
a quarter of a million pounds. 
Kingston councillor Malcolm 
Self said he was surprised the 
amount was so high. 

□ A beggar was exposed as a 
fraud after sitting outside 
HSBC Surbiton for years with 
a sign saying he was home¬ 
less. Police said Christopher 
Turner, 51, had a home on the 
Alpha Road Estate. Residents 
said they had heard him talk¬ 
ing to a girlfriend saying he 
“had to go out to work all 
day”. He admitted four dis¬ 
honesty offences when he ap¬ 
peared at Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court and was 
fined £113 from his benefits.

The percentage of first time 
buyers (FTBs) purchasing 
homes has increased to the 
highest level seen since 2009. 
However the supply of houses 
has fallen again, according to 
the National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA). 

Figures from the NAEA 
November Housing Market 
Report show a jump in the 
number of FTBs purchasing 
property - halting two 
consecutive months of 
decline. FTB figures 
increased from an average of 
24 per cent in October to 28 
per cent in November. 

The number of sales 
reported by NAEA members 
remains strong despite a 
slight drop to an average of 
nine sales per branch in 
November, down from 10 in 
October. Of the average of

nine homes sold overall per 
branch, an average of two of 
these (22 per cent) was sold to 
a Help to Buy purchaser. The 
average number of house 
hunters also decreased in 
November. Figures were 
down from an average of 332 
per branch in October to 292 
per branch in November - a 
drop of 12 per cent. 

Despite positive FTB 
figures, the housing market is 
showing a tightening in 
supply. NAEA member agents 
reported another drop in the 
number of properties 
available for sale, down from 
an average of 53 in October to 
51 in November - a drop of 
four per cent month-on- 
month. 


Alongside a decrease in 
supply, NAEA member agents 
found that six out of 10 (63 per 
cent) houses in November 
sold for less than the asking 
price, demonstrating that 
sellers are still flexible when 
it comes to accepting offers on 
their property. 

Nearly two-thirds (62 per 
cent) of all property sales last 
month were due to house 
buyers wanting to up-size 
from their existing property. 

Jan Hytch, president of the 
National Association of 
Estate Agents, said: 
“Financial security is one of 
the biggest factors that buyers 
have to consider when 
purchasing a home. The 
downturn has led to 
uncertainty and caused 
incomes to be squeezed; but 
with confidence in the 


economy beginning to grow, 
first time buyers are feeling 
positive and taking the leap 
onto the housing ladder. 

“The second phase of the 
Government’s Help-to-Buy 
scheme has created a 
platform that will allow those 
with low deposits to purchase 
a home and the uptake has 
been encouraging. The latter 
half of this year has seen an 
improving property market 
due to successful initiatives 
from the Government, 
supporting buyer confidence. 

“More work needs to be 
done to ensure there are 
enough houses to meet 
demand. Failure to take 
action risks pricing out those 
looking to enter the housing 
market, even with the 
additional schemes that have 
been put in place.”
